During the homestead rush of 19 
i 1910 we Ifad the 
hundred mile trip through Saskatche- 
wan by waggon, 

Our starting point was from the As 
siniboine river, just where ii divides 
Manitoba from Saskatchewan, With 
the exception of a few settlements 
here, and there the land was mostly 
prairie, the covered wagon was a com- 
mon sight, with an escort of a rider 
driving a few horses and cattle, most 
of which were from across the line. 

Saskatchewan was a city of tents, 
and the jumping off place for the 
“Barr” colonists, enroute for what is 
now Lloydminster, 

We camped one night at a seitle- 
ment some sixty miles from the main 
line of the C.P.R. They had been 
there 15 years, and had located on a

railroad survey line, and saw the grade | 


built, but up to that time no steel had 
been laid, and at a distance of twenty 
miles to the north and south of them 
the two new transcontinental railways 
were laying steel. It was a case of 
“hope deferred maketh the heart sick.” 

What a contrast to the’ settlement 
of our own district, or we may enlarge 
upon it and say from Calgary in the 
west to Saskatoon in the east. 

In 1909 or 1910 the land seeker, in

ALBERTA HAS MITD WEATHER

Extremely mild weather has prevail- 
ed in Alberta during the past two 
The weather records for the 
months of December and November 
show that the average maximum tem- 
perature for November was 32.3 and 
the average minimum was 15.4, while 
the average maximum for December 
was 26.6 and the average minimum 
was 14. On only three days in Nov- 
ember did, the thermometer register 
below zero and on two days in Decem- 
ber. Calgary records show even higher 
average temperatures, in both Edmon- 
ton and Calgary the mercury having 
risen above 50 on several days in each 
month, In the far north, particularly 
in the Peace River district, the weath- 
er has been very mild, with the rivers 
running open, and stock wintering out. 
In Lethbridge district in the south, al- 
most summer weather has prevailed.
